is to inject carbon disulphide into

DAMP CELLAR WALLS 
Question—In a bungalow finished 

last fall, the walls are damp in 


several places and have a fungus 
growth, I am wondering if this is} 
because the rain water leaders| 
into the ground only a foot} 
or so from the cellar walls. Am 1| 
right? 

Answer—You certainly are; for! 
that condition is one of the com- 
monest causes for dampness in a 
cellar. The water collects in the 
filled-in excavation outside of the 
walls and soaks through. The 
leaders should not discharge within 
ten feet from the walls, at the very 
least. The water should drain off 
downhill, into a dry well, or be 
disposed of in some other way that 
will not permit it to work back to 
the foundations. 


WORN SOFT WOOD FLOORS 

Question —Soft wood floors have! 
begun to chip and splinter. What is} 
the best treatment for them? 

Answer—First, smooth them with 
a sanding machine or by scraping 
Cut away the worn surface to solid 
wood, Then finish with top quality 
floor paint or floor enamel, or with 
varnish.
